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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest all of the limitations of the allowed claims. Newly 
found reference Grigoropoulos, et al. (US 2003/0003636A1 ), for example, discloses a 
method in which a first beam melts a portion of a layer and a second laser beam heats 
the same area and further completely melts it(paragraph 0006), while the allowed claim 
19 recites "exposing ...to a continuous optical source at a fluence that is insufficient to 
even partially melt the silicon film by itself. In addition, the limitation "exposing a 
localized substrate region at the substrate surface to a laser heating source", as the first 
pulse is delivered to the layer through the transparent substrate(paragraph 002), 
although mention is made of preventing excessive heating of the substrate.
